Don't  guess,  but  judge; 

Study  conditions  of  light,  atmosphere,  ground,  &c.^ 
and  consider  whether  the  existing  conditions  are^ 
liable  to  cause  you  to  under-  or  over -judge  the 
distance. 

Remember  the  two  rules: — 

(a)  Objects  which  are  difficult  to  see  are-  liable 
to  cause  you  to  over-estimate  the  distance. 

(&)  Objects  easy  to  see  are  liable  to  cause  you  to 
under -estimate  the  distance. 

Get  the  unit  of  100  yards  well  printed  on  your  brain. 
It  can  easily  be  practised  when  out  for  a  walk. 

Don’  t  rely  too  much  on  the  foresight  of  the  rifle  to  aid 
you  in  practice.

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A  Few  Hints  on  Shooting 


1.  The  best  rifle  made  will  soon  lose  the  keen  edge  of  its 

accuracy  if  the  barrel  is  not  carefully  cleaned  after 
shooting. 

Don’t  neglect  to  clean  it  thoroughly,  even  if  it 
is  not  going  to  be  inspected  by  your  Platoon  or 
Section  Commander. 

You  probably  want  to  be  one  of  the  best  shots  in 
your  regiment,  and  incidentally  win  a  few  prizes 
from  your  company  rifle  club ;  then  keep  your  rifle 
nice  and  clean,  and  don’t  knock  it  about.  A 
rifle  can  easily  be  damaged,  and  its  accuracy  spoilt. 

2.  Exercise  your  muscles  and  brain.  You  sometimes 

notice  men  get  down  to  shoot,  shaking  from  head  to 
foot;  this  is  due  to  lack  of  self-control.  It  is 
impossible  to  shoot  when  in  such  a  state. 

The  muscle  exercises  you  are  taught  are  excellent 
practices  if  performed  correctly. 

3.  Be  steady  with  your  smoking.  Try  to  cut  it  down  for 

a  few  days  before  and  while  you  are  firing  your 
course.  If  you  inhale,  never  smoke  immediately 
^  before  firing.  If  you  do,  your  nerves  are  un¬ 
steadied  and  your  shooting  will  not  be  up  to  your 
best  standard. 
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4.  A  few  tips  about  '‘Rapid  Firing”  : — 

[a]  Have  the  action  very  clean  in  all  the  little 
corners,  and  slightly  oiled  with  clean  oil. 

(&)  Don’t  have  your  ammunition  or  hands  oily. 

(c)  Get  into  a  good  firm  position. 

{d)  Make  certain  of  the  tight  grip  with  the  left  hand. 
This  is  the  controlling  hand. 

(e)  A  lot  of  time  can  be  saved  by  qu  ck  and  clean 
loading.  This  must  be  practised  a  great  deal 
to  become  perfect. 

(/)  Keep  your  eye  fixed  on  the  target  when  working 
the  bolt.  C3nly  look  down  when  putting  in  a 
fresh  charger. 

{g)  Be  DETERMINED  tO  shoOt  QUICK  and  STRAIGHT. 


5.  Focus  your  target. — Look  hard  at  it  as  you  bring  your 
rifle  up  to  aim,  and  keep  a  clear  view  of  it  until  the 
shot  has  been  fired. 


6.  Make  a  study  of  each  shot  you  fire.  Try  to  find  out 
your  own  faults  and  correct  them.  This  you  can  do 
if  you  concentrate  your  mind  on  the  target  and 
sights.

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HINTS  TO  L.  AUTOMATIC  FIRERS 


1.  During  all  practices  it  is  necessary  to  notice  carefully 

the  position  of  groups  and  the  actual  elevatiofi 
required  for  the  particular  range,  as  so  much  depends 
upon  correct  elevation. 

2.  All  Light  Automatics  behave  differently,  and  too 

much  cannot  be  noted  regarding  their  peculiarities, 
such  as  the  weight  of  the  return  spring,  gas  regulator, 
any  stoppages  to  which  the  gun  is  liable  and  how 
best  to  avoid  them,  elevation,  &c, 

3.  Remember  that  a  gun  fires  best  and  also  groups  best 

when  the  gas  is  exactly  balanced  by  the  return 
spring  (Hotchkiss  w’hen  the  gas  is  regulated  to 
balance  spring). 

4.  If  a  gun  continues  to  stop  in  any  particular  manner, 

try  and  find  out  the  real  cause  and  remedy  it.  Do 
not  put  the  blame  upon  the  gun,  but  remember  that 
it  only  requires  to  be  understood  to  behave  properly, 

5.  In  all  ranging  practices  observation  of  fire  is  im¬ 

portant,  and  the  elevation  should  be  altered  boldly 
until  correct  range  is  obtained. 

6.  The  strength  of  the  wind  and  correct  allowance  is 

important  in  distribution  practices,  as  it  will  not 
always  be  necessary  to  begin  at  the  end  of  the 
screen.
